In this new edition are listed all of the plants 
and bulbs that we advise to be planted in the 
autumn (from late August until mid-November). 
As each plant has its own cycle of growth, flowering 
season and resting period, consideration must be 
given to its correct planting time. As a general 
rule, any perennial or hardy plant or bulb, that 
blooms during the months of April, May and June 
and until mid-June, should be planted in the au- 
tumn. (Roses and Delphiniums are among the few 
exceptions.) Naturally, fall planting gives your 
garden a decided headstart next spring. Plants 
become well established and vigorous before the 
winter sets in. In short, fall planting is just good, 
common garden sense—that’s why we have included 
in these pages only those bulbs and plants which 


are best planted at that time.

Peonies bloom from late 
May through June, and after the blooming season is over, the large plants, with their upright clusters of cool, green leaves, 
add pattern and form to the garden.
